Packages to Go 
Long Way \Round

WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e Postal Service has figured out 
a new, billion dollar system that m eans a package going 
from El P aso to Midland, Tex., 301 miles away, will travel 
1,794 miles. 
Under the new National Bulk Mail System, a parcel 
mailed in Pensacola for P an am a City, Fla., 103 miles away, 
will go through New Orleans, Memphis and Jacksonville. 
The G eneral Accounting Office questions the efficiency of 
such a system, expected to cost almost $l billion for 
buildings and machinery. 
It seeks to use more mechanized equipment for sorting 
parcels, catalogs, books, films, circulars, weekly papers, 
trade journals and “ non-time value’’ magazines. 
The system is under construction and should be operating 
by late 1975. It will use 21 bulk mail centers and 12 auxiliary 
facilities. 
GAO said for most packages sent less than 600 miles-58 
percent of those handled--the mail will actually be slower. 
GAO questioned the claim that by 1984 the system will 
save $500 million a year, and said the standards the Postal 
Service is promising under NBMS fall short of the present 
delivery standards of its chief competitor. 
Postm aster General E lm er T. Klassen, asked by GAO to 
respond, did not dispute the findings. 
But, he said, “ to most custom ers a one-day difference in 
delivery standards is not critical, so long as the service is 
consistent, packages a re not dam aged and the price is 
right.” 


Anyway, he said, the Postal Service had to do som ething 
about “ outmoded facilities, inadequate m echanization and 
unsatisfactory processing m ethods” and it decided in­ 
stalling a new system was better than piecemeal solutions. 
If the plan works to the service’s satisfaction, it plans to 
invest $4 billion in sim ilar mechanization for first class mail.

The above statistic, which 
I ran across not long ago. 
illustrates as well as any the 
enormity of the inflation- 
energy problem confronting 
President Ford 
It 
is 
apparent 
that if 
energy 
consumption is 
reduced 
enough to halt the 
wage price spiral, some of 
us are going to have to start 
riding in the back seat But 
who’’ 
The United States has had 
a front seat economy for so 
long 
the 
adjustment 
is 
certain 
to 
bring 
on 


psychological traumas if not 
genuine hardships. 
Actually, the back seat 
isn’t all that bad. Oh, you 
might get a bit cramped in 
some of those sub compact 
cars 
Especially on 
long 
trips. 
But 
if 
Ford’s 
new 
economic 
program 
is 
reasonably effective, back 
seat 
occupancy 
can 
be 
limited to four-door sedans. 
The danger is that when 
the squeeze comes and there 
is no longer room in the front 
seat for all of us. we will 
start sitting on each other s 
laps rather than move to the 
rear 
A lap-sitting economy is 
exactly what we don’t want 
at this point It is even worse 
than a long trip in the back 


seat of a sub-compact. 
In a lap-sitting economy, 
people complain that they 
are being squashed or that 
somebody’s 
tailbone 
is 
drilling a hole in their thigh 
or that blood circulation to 
their feet has been cut off. 
(dearly, that is not the sort 
of togetherness that will help 
us weather the crisis. 
What we should aim for is 
one back seat occupant per 
vehicle For when you have 
two or more in the back seat, 
the economy is getting close 
to the point where somebody 
has to get out and walk 
And that is the point where 
recession 
leaves off 
and 
depression begins.
